Mr. Foulkes said earlier that U 
Mr. Robeson was being invited as f 
the representative of all oppressed < | 
people. 

Robeson has been touring 
Britain as a singing politician, 
but this was his first appearance 
as a guest speaker at a trade 
union conference. His audience 
found him a diffuse speaker, 
jumping from one topic to 
another. The only connecting 
link was his deep emotion. 

“ I’ll talk a little, then I’ll sing, 
and then talk a little more," he 
Intoned. It was cavalier treat¬ 
ment of a conference which 
prides itself on its minute-to- 
minute schedule of business. 

Mr. Robeson sang four songs, 
ending with the inevitable ” or 
Man River.” One song he 
dedicated to newspapers which 
have criticised him. It was a 
Negro folk tune, "Scandalise Mv 
Name." 

Startled 

Then he taikea. He said there 
were signs that workers every¬ 
where were about to rebel against 
oppression. He said he saw too 
much difference between “ the 
boys at the top ” and the workers 
at the bottom in this country. 

Many things have surprised 
him here. He was startled to see 
Commonwealth leaders gather 
round Mr. Malan of South Africa 
—” He is about to do to my | 
people out there very like what 
Hitler did to the Jews." 

The Robeson Interlude came at 
the end of a lot of other fighting 
talk. For this 180,000-strong 
I union ts critical of the Govern- 
i ment, the T.U.C.. and its 
I nationalised employers. 

The conference decided to 
t demand higher wages and a fort¬ 
night’s paid holiday. 


Paul Robeson recently made a 
concert tour of Britain, said that 
his fee was £500 a time. 
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
